MACHADO MOVES' 


TO GRUSH STRIKE 
WITH ARMY'S GUNS 


Cuban President Calls 
Special Séssion of Con- 
gress for Today To Sus- 
pend Constitutional 
Rights To Force Work. 


HEAVY BLOODSHED 
DEEMED CERTAIN 
Calling Out of Troops 
Likely To Precipitate 
Open Rebellion in Strike- 
Paralyzed Isle. 


HAVANA, Aug. 6.—(4)-—One 
bystander was killed and three 
wounded late today in another 
outbreak of violence in connec- 
tion with the Cuban strike. 

The victims were shot down as 
they stood at Zanja and Oquendo 
streets by three unidentified men 
armed with a submachine gun 
and a sawed-off shotgun who sped 
past the corner in a coupe. 


HAVANA, Cuba, Aug. 6.—(UP) 
President Gerardo Machado tonight 
called congress to meet at 3 p. m. 
tomorrow for the purpose of author- 
izing suspension of constitutional 
guarantees permitting the adminis- 
tration to utilize the army in an: ef- 
fort to break the swiftly spreading 
eneral strike against his regime. 

The president planned to compel 
the strikers to return to work. Blood- 
shed was believed inevitable if troops 
go into action. The strike leaders, 
in ugly mood, threatened open rebel- 
lion, 

A food and ice shortage menaced 
Havana and surrounding districts, 
adding to the confusion and unrest. 
Grocerymen joined in the strike, 
called as a gesture against the Mactha- 
do government, which has practically 
paralyzed life in the troubled island 
republic, : 

Stores Closed. 

Stores, customarily open Sundays, 
were closed and neither food nor ice 
was available in the capital. 

The United Press was informed 
that all physicians in the department 
of sanitation were prepared to go 
on strike tomorrow in sympathy with 
the movement, begun originally last 
week by bus operators in Hava. 
Employes in the finance department 
indicated they would join the move- 
ment, which already has affected most 
of the city’s activities. 

Traffic was practically at a stand- 
still, bus operators, taxi drivers and 
street car men being on strik.e 

The police during the night fired 
on persons along the streets regarded 
as suspicious characters. They fired

And Head for Orient 


Frenchmen Span Ocean in Good Time and 


Continue in Hope of Setting 7,200-Mile 
Non-Stop Record. 


STRASSBURG, Austria, Aug. 
7 (Monday).—(UP)—The radio 
station here reported that the 
French fliers Codos and Rossi 
were 20 miles south of Vienna at 
1:50 a. m. today and flying east 
towards Belgrade. 


LE BOURGET AIRPORT, OUT- 


SIDE PARIS, Aug. 6.—(UP)—Two 
French fliers, Paul Codos and Mau- 
rice Rossi, the Atlantic safely behind 
them, flew swiftly over central Eu- 
rope tonight towards Karachi, India, 
in an effort to establish a new dis- 
tance record for airplanes. 

The fliers, who departed at 5:41 
a. m., eastern daylight time, yester- 
day, from Floyd Bennett Field, New 
York, made the Atlantic crossing with- 
out mishap. They fought a gale in 
mid-Atlantic, a wireless report from 
their broad-winged Bleriot monoplane 
advised the air ministry here, but they 
came through without harm to the 
plane. 

They were sighted from Le Bourget 
airfield nar before 8:30 p. m., 
(3:30 p. m. E. D. T.), coming in 
fast and low from the west. The 
daring airmen brought the silver plane 
low over the field, circling and wav- 
ing to a cheering throng beneath. 

Saw Wives. 


Codos and Rossi saw their wives 
waving handkerchiefs from a cleared 
spot in the field, and shouting wishes 
for a successful termination of their 
flight. They could be seen perfectly 
in the machine as they returned the 
salutes, and tossed letters to their 
wives. They also dropped a package 
of photographs, and then, turning 
their plane eastward again, disap- 
peared in the twilight, rapidly gain- 
ing altitude. 

The fliers were 3,480 miles on their 
way to the distance record, or well 
over half the present record of 5,341 
miles set by two British fliers, Squad- 
ron Leader C. B. Gayford and Flight

> Lieutenant G. EF. Nichletts, who flew 
from Lympne airfield, in England, to 
Walfish Bay, South Africa, in 57 
hours. 

Codos and Rossi’s route from Paris 
was southeast over central Europe 
toward Turkey and thence to their 
destination at Karachi, India, about 
7,200 miles from New York. The air 
ministry officials signaled them to 
use the southern route from here on 
east—one of four they had mapped 
out to use, depending on weather con- 
ditions tonight. 

Go by Munich. 

Officials, after studying the weather 
maps, signaled them to take a course 
via Munich, avoiding the Alps, going 
thence over Corfu, Aleppo and Bas- 
sorah. 

The present record would be broken 
the moment the fliers pass fhe Eu- 
phrates valley, south of Bagdad. 

They had comparatively good fly- 
ing weather, although head winds were 
encountered over the first section of 
their European flight. 

The airmen had sufficient, fuel to 
last them 70 hours when fhey left 
New York at dawn yesterday—and 
sufficient at a cruising speed of about 
100 miles an hour to take them well 
past the record and well along toward 
Karachi. They had 1,770 gallons of 
fuel at the start, the greatest load 
ever lifted by a single-motored ship. 


LONE BRITISH FLYER 
REACHES FAROE ISLANDS 

THORHAVN, FAROE ISLANDS, 
Aug. 6.—(UP)—John Grierson, Brit- 
ish flyer, arrived here at 2:55 p. m. 
today on the first leg of his projected 
trans-Atlantic flight over the north- 
ern route to New York. 

He flew the 240 miles here from 
Scapa Flow, in the Orkney Islands, 
without incident. Grierson’s aim is to 
prove the feasibility of aerial naviga- 
tion over the northern route with a 
new type of wireless direction finder 


as one of the pilot’s chief instruments.

Hazlehurst Chamber of Commerce, 
Junior Chamber of Commerce and 
city of Hazlehurst sent a telegram to 
Governor Eugene Talmadge this morn- 
ing asking that he leave this market 
out of any action he may take in 
reference to closing of markets of the 
state. The telegram stated that in 
various growers’ meetings they had 
expressed themselves as entirely satis- 
fied with prices which are 75 per 
cent better than last year and that 
no action on the part of the officials 
was desired which would likely dis- 
turb these conditions. 


MARKET BUREAU RELEASES 
TOBACCO FIGURES TODAY 

First official prices. for this sea- 
son's bright leaf tobacco will be made 
public today by the state bureau of 
markets. 

The figures will give the average 
price in the entire south Georgia 
belt, the average price on the indi- 
vidual markets, the poundage auc- 
tioned and comparisons with last 
year’s figures. 

So far this season, the prices have 
all been unofficial and obtained from 
local correspondents. The unofficial 
prices will cease to be quoted after 
the first official state figures and 
thereafter only official quotations 
will be available once each week. 

Much interest centers in the offi- 
cial first week’s sales and average 
price since there has been many ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction over prices 
in many sections of the belt. 

Meetings have been held in Lanier 
and Coffee counties and at Valdosta 
protesting to both federal and state 
officials against the prices being paid 
by buyers representing most of the 
larger companies in the world. 

The Valdosta meeting appointed a 
committee to see Governor Talmadge 
and Secretary Wallace and personally 
request that the markets be closed 
and auctions stopped until the federal 
government could come to the aid of 


| the farmers and raise prices. 


The meeting at Valdosta was at- 
tended by farmers; warehousemen and 
others interested from many sections 
of the belt. Speakers attacked prices 
as “ruinous” and asked federal gov- 
ernment intervention. 

Governor Talmadge, introducing 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace at 
a cotton control conference Saturday, 
said he would close the Georgia auc- 
tions if it would do any good but 
said other states sell flue-cured to- 
bacco as well as Georgia. 

Secretary Wallace, in reference to 
tobacco in his speech to the cotton 
meeting, said the growers themselves 
would have to work out their own 
price problems. He told them to con- 
sider the domestic allotment plan as 
applied to wheat, and if they desired 
such a plan to submit it to officials 
at Washington “and we will go over 
the details of the plan and try and 
tell you if it will work.” 

He said his department has plans 
which “we thing will work” for to- 
bacco, by placing a processing tax on 
tobacco manufacturers and passing it 
back to the producers if an acreage 
reduction agreement, over a period of 
several years, could be reached. 

Senator Russell, at Washington, 
made another plea for action to bene- 
fit the Georgia tobacco producers. He 
left shortly afterward for Georgia.

Governor Lehman Takes 
Action as Guns Flare in 
Rochester Area. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 6.—(P) 
Shotguns and rifles blazed today as 
strikers and non-strikers clashed on 
the fourth day of the milk war in the 
Rochester area, marking the most se- 
rious outbreak since the opening of 
hostilities. One man was wounded 
and two women assaulted in clashes. 

The acute turn of the strike in this 
section caused Governor Lehman to 
advise Sheriff William C. Stpllknecht, 
of Monroe county, tonight to exer- 
cise the authority vested in him to 
prevent further repetition of undue 
violence in the Rochester area. 

The word from the governor came 
following a clash east of the city early 
today in the Pittsford-Palmyra road, 
which sent Walter Laboza, 22, of 
Macedon, to a hospital in this city 
with a bullet through his left arm, 
while his father, Adam, escaped as a 
bullet passed through his hat, 

They were driving by as two farm- 
ers were attempting to frustrate the 
dumping of their milk by strikers. 
None of the strikers was hit. The 
milk was dumped, 

Two women were badly kicked and 
beaten by strikers and quarts of 
milk was dumped on the road, when 
they were waylaid by 30 men near 
Penfield early today. 

At McDougall, in Seneca county, 
the receiving plant of the dairymen’s 
league was entered by a band of 
strikers and the entire supply received 
there, about 10,000 quarts, was dump- 
ed with the threat that if the plant 
is opened tomorrow, the machinery 
will be destroyed, 

An independent dealer in Roches- 
ter beat the strikers today when he 
received his supply of milk by plane 
from Leroy, 


TROOPS GUARD FARMER 
AFTER LYNCH THREATS 

ST. JOHNSVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 6. 
(P)—State troopers tonight threw a 
guard about the home of Arthur Galu- 
sha, a farmer, who said milk pickets 
had threatened to lynch him because 
he drove a dairy truck into the vil- 
lage today. 

Troopers also received reports that 
Mayor Rush F. Lewis had received 
threats of harm to himself and his 
home unless the local dairymen’s 
league plant, of which he is director, 
was closed down. 

Troopers said they expected a 
“showdown” in the morning. They 
said they heard efforts were being 
made to bring 1,500 pickets into the 
village early tomorrow morning.

BUTH TO REMAIN, 
SAYS ROOSEVELT 


President and Secretary 
of State Go Over Inter- 
national Problems in 


Hyde Park Conference. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 6.— A) 
President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Hull concentrated today on relations 
of the western hemisphere, leaving 
the crossed world economic conference 
to an indefinite future. 

The secretary of state and _chair- 
man of the delegation to the Lon- 
don parley submitted his detailed re- 
port and Mr. Roosevelt gave it his 
approval but said nothing about the 
plans for reconvening. 

He and Mr. Hull are still confi- 
dent of full accomplishments by the 
world economic conference, but it ap- 
peared today that they are going to 
make sure that the other nations will 
co-operate to the limit when they go 
into another session. 

Meanwhile, the president focused 
the attention of Secretary Hull on 


the Pan-American parley assembling 

at Montevideo in Senne Already, 

negotiations are in progress with the 

leading powers of Central and South 

America for. new trade relations. 
New Trade Sought. 

Mr. Roosevelt also has extended 
these discussions across the seas and 
it is obvious he is determined to 
bring W new era of trade relations 
whether it be done by an interna- 
tional conference or by individual 
negotiation. 

The president refrained from any 
comment after his overnight visit 
with Hull, but he very significantly 
made it known that he is going to 
keep his secretary of state at his el- 
bow for a long while to come. 

This was regarded with a double 
meaning. First, he is going to watch 
what the rest of the world does to 
co-operate with the friendly overtures 


ing his men into new coh- 
ferences. Second, he is going to in- 
sist that both Mr. Hull and Raymond 
Moley, the assistant . secretary of 
state, stay on their jobs. 

Reports of differences between Hull 
and Moley have been circulating free- 
ly. Neither will admit these troubles 
or talk about them. Moley is on a 
month’s leave of absence from the 
state department surveying the kid- 
naping situation. Mr. Roosevelt ex- 
pects him to return to the depart- 
ment in the fall with Hull. 

Hulls Leave. 

Secretary and Mrs. Hull left here 
early today for the return to Wash- 
ington. He had no statement upon 
leaving except that he expects the 
committees of the world economic con- 
ference to start their sessions in Sep- 
tember. 

Governor and Mrs. Lehman ar- 
rived at the summer White House 
for luncheon with the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt. The visit was de- 
scribed as purely social. It gave the 
president and the governor an oppor- 
tunity to talk over relations between 
their two governments. 

Mr. Roosevelt is particularly inter- 
ested in improving co-operation be- 
tween the federal and state govern- 
ments, 

Tonight, the president motored to 
the farm home of.Henry Morgenthau 
Jr., his governor of the farm credit 
administration who resides in this 
county.

MINERS TO REMAIN 


AWAY FROM PITS 


DESPITE TRUCE 


Pennsylvania Workers 
Ignore Advice of Lead- 


ers ‘and Decline To Ac-, 


cept Roosevelt’s Plan. 


BROWNSVILLE, Pa., Aug. 6.— 
(P)—Ignoring the advice of their lead- 
ers, miners of the great bituminous 
field in southwest Pennsylvania laid 
plans today to continue their strike 
at least until Friday despite the truce 
announced by President Roosevelt. 

Representatives of 20,000 strikers 
voted overwhelmingly at a tumultu- 
ous meeting ending early today to 
postpone definite acceptance or re- 
jection of the truce proposals and pre- 
pared to continue picketing at many 
mines which will be reopened by the 
operators Tuesday. 

The H. ©. Frick Coke Company 
which had planned resumption of 
work in some of its mines tomorrow, 
announced tonight the reopening 
would be deferred a day. This de- 
cision helped relieve the tension in 
the mine belt. 

The union conferees notified Presi- 
dent Roosevelt they were undecided 
whether to accept the terms,for ap- 
pointment of a board of threé by the 
president to settie disagreements pend- 
ing establishment of working codes 
for the industry. 

Action Undetermined. : 

What action 40,000 other striking 
miners in the bituminous field will 
take remains to be determined but 
observers expect them to follow _the 
course adopted by the miners in Fay- 
ette county, where the strike began 
two weeks ago. 

In Washington, John L. Lewis, na- 
tional president of the United Mine 
Workers, made a new appeal to the 
men to return to work and reassured 
them that their interests lie in con- 
forming to the. agreement. Lewis 
said he hoped his appeal would send 
the miners back to work 100 per 
cent. 

The meeting last night was attend- 
ed by representatives of 64 locals of 
District 4, United Mine Workers of

123 to 4—to postpone definite action 
until Friday. Sho 

The Frick company in its state- 
ment tonight postponing resumption 
of operations for a day said the ac- 
tion was taken at the request of Gov- 
ernor Gifford Pinchot, Originally, the 
company had planned to resume work 
tomorrow at 10 of its mines, employ- 
ing about 5,000 men. - 

Will Reopen. 

“We are reopening in accordance 
with our agreement with the presi- 
dent,” said a company spokesman. 

Meanwhile, 325 national guardsmen 
sent to the fields a week ago by Gov- 
ernor Gifford Pinchot, remained en- 
camped near Brownsville. Conditions 
were quiet today but authorities were 
prepared to deal swiftly and sternly 
with any renewed outbreak of Vio- 
lence such as occurred last week 
when one striker was killed and 
more than 20 wounded. ; 

The meeting at which the union 
men made known ~their temporary 
stand was called by William Feeney, 
president of District 4, and to all 
outward appearances was to have 
been a acahanabie’ affair to ratify 
the agreement approved by their na- 
tional leaders. 

But opposition sprang up almost 
immediately, headed by Martin Ryan, 
president of one of the local unions. 
After the meeting, which was secret, 
Ryan explained the action was taken 
pending “further explanation of the 
truce terms.

VIOLATION OF CODE 
IS-DENIED BY MILL 


Cedartown Strike Blamed 
on Rent Charges by Mill 
Management. 


CEDARTOWN, Ga., Aug. 6.—De- 
nial of charges that they had failed 
to observe wage and hours of work 
provisions of the NRA code, made by 
a committee of striking workers last 
Friday was made here today by of- 
ficials of. the Cedartown Cotton & 
Export Company, operator of a large 
textile plant. 

In a statement given out by the 
resident general manager, R. A. Mor- 
gan, it was said that the cause of 
the strike was believed to lie in the 
fact that, for the first time since 1929, 
rent for the company-owned houses 
in which they live had been deducted 
from the workers’ pay envelopes last 
week, 

Mr. Morgan stated that the mill 
had been operated in full accord in 


both spirit and letter with the NRA. 

“The advances in wages have been 
made voluntarily by the management,” 
the official stated. “and the total pay 
roll has been more than doubled since 
the inauguration of the code and in 
one department an increase of 167 
per cent has been put into effect. No 
rent has been collected from the mill 
operatives since 1929. 

“The mill has been shut down and 


operating on part-time schedule for |, 


the past three years until May 1, 
since which time it has furnished full- 
time employment. 

“Rents were deducted frem_ the 
wages for the first time last Friday 
and this is considered as a cause for 
the strike. The management has of- 
fered to allow the employes to return 
to work unmolested and it is expected 
they will return to their jobs Mon- 
day.” 

The 600 employes of the mill went 
on strike last Friday after receiving 
their weekly pay envelopes. Spokes- 
men for the workers said that the mill 
had failed to pay them according to 
the textile code approved under the 
NRA and also charged that working 
hours had not been reduced to meet 
requirements of the code and also that 
the “stretch-out” system was being 
used. 

The workers, after a mass meet- 
ing Friday, sent telegrams to Wasb- 
ington asking a federal investigation 
to determine whether thé mill man- 
agement was violating its NRA agree- 
ment or not.

come to nab me.” Delenski was ar- 
rested in San Antonio Saturday. 
Details of his hair-brained scheme 
to get rich quick by “putting the 
snatch” on Banker Ottley were dis- 
cussed freely by Delenski at the tower 
between bites of a steak supper before 
he went to the cell-block for the night. 
“How did I come to pick Mr. Ott- 
ley as the victim?” he asked. “Well, 
at one time I was employed as @ clerk 
in a New York brokerage house, and 
I heard a lot about Mr, Ottley, the 
richest man in Atlanta, and I thought 
that of all men who could afford to 
put up a good bit of quick cash to 
get free, he would be the one.” 
“I was pretty dumb, at that, wasn’t 
I?” Delenski confessed. “I tried to 
give Mr. Ottley the impression that I 
was a big, tough gorilla from Chicago 
so he would come across, and I want- 
ed to throw a scare into him. I think 
I succeeded in scaring him, but, 
really, I’m not such a gorilla after 
all. Don’t you boys play me up as 
a gorilla, because I was just a des- 
perate boy trying to get along.” 
The Delenski party was met at 
Candler field by Mayor James L. 
Key, who congratulated Chief Sturdi- 
vant upon his efficient handling of 
the case, and Solicitor-General John 
A. Boykin, who attended merely as a 
spectator but who will have his inning 
this morning when Delenski is 
brought to the courthouse for ques- 


tioning.

TROOPERS GUARD 
THREATENED GIRL 


Summer Camp Focus for 
Police Activity After Ab- 
duction Threat. 


NORTH SUTTON, N. H., Aug. 6. 
(P)—National guardsmén, sheriff's 
deputies, motor vehicle inspectors and 
federal operatives guarded an exclu- 
sive girls’ camp on the shores of Lake 
Kezar here today while the mystery 
of a reported threat to kidnap Betty 
Downes, youthful daughter of 4 
wealthy Philadelphian, remained un- 
solved.

threat. 

However, Assistant United States 
Attorney-General Samuel W. Holm- 
gren, of Concord, later told newspaper- 
mén that the name of the girl who 
was the object of the reported threat 
was Downes and that he understood 
her father was a railroad official in 
Philadelphia. 

Newspaper reports from that city 
identified the girl as Betty Downes, 
15-year-old daughter of James 
Downes, reputedly wealthy chief of 
freight transportation of the Pennsy!l- 
vania railroad. 

Holmgren said federal agents in 
Philadelphia and New York had been 
instructed to work on the case, but 
that he didn’t know whether the sup- 
posed threat had been sent through 
the mails. 

Lorimer was in command of the 
concentration of police and detective 
agencies that literally overtan this 
quiet vacation spot today. Twenty- 
five militiamen from Manchester pa- 
trolled the woods and, roads near 
Camp Bueno, where Miss Downes and 
106 other children, largely from Phil- 
adelphia and its environs, are ¢n- 
canes . 
They were under orders of Lié¢uten- 
ant Calvin C. Seavey, of the 172d 
field artillery, acting, in turn, on or- 
ders from Adjutant General Charles 

Howard. 

A squad of motor vehicle inspectors 
under Inspector Charles H. Magown, 
of Concord, scurried about the high- 
ways hereabouts while at least six 
deputy sheriffs of Merrimack county 
directly guarded the camp buildings 
under the watchful eye of Sheriff 
George Wooster.

These 
suits will, in many respects, be 
unique in American history and 
their hearings will attract nation- 
wide attention. 


FACTS These are only surface developments.

The board has a mixed personnel. Some are strong anti-infla- 
tionists while others want to keep the ball rolling. 

They probably will confine themselves to pointing out the prob- 
lem rather than giving service on remedies.

Curing 
Insanity. 

A surgical operation on mosquitos 
so delicate that it must be performed 
‘under the microscope, is the latest 
step in treatment of human insanity, 
known as paresis. The mosquito 
operation, announcea by the Ameri- 
can public health service, provides a 
new method of combating one disease 
with another. The operation on the 
mosquitos consists of removing their 
salivary glands, which are so small 
that they cannot be geen until magni- 
fied at least 20 times. The malaria 
germs are carried by mosquitos in 
those salivary glands and surgeons 
can use the gland contents to give 
paresis patients “artificial mosquito 
bites.” The mosquitos are duly placed 
under ether during the operation. The 
serum made from the glands has the 
effect of arresting insanity. Statis- 
tices show that 35 per cent of cases 
that were not too far advanced have 


been treated successfully.

Delenski, a mild-mannered, brown- 
haired, blue-eyed youth whose appear- 
ance is that of anybody except a kid- 
naper, “opened up” when newspaper- 
men called on him as he ate supper, 
and “told all.” Chief Sturdivant had 
previously told reporters that Delen- 
ski had made a clean breast and con- 
firmed the story told by Pryor Bow- 
en, the co-defendant, who turned the 
banker loose while Delenski was away 
delivering a ransom note, 

Lost Banker’s Glasses. 

“What the chief says is so,” said 
Delenski, “What do you boys want 
to know?” : 

“What did you do with Mr. Ottley’s 
glasses?” a reporter asked? “He could 
hardly see his way around during 
the search for you and had to bor- 
row some glasses.” 

“Oh, they got lost somewhere,” Del- 
enski replied. “I tried to keep them 
with me, but I couldn’t guarantee to 
act as mascot for his glasses all the 
time.’ 

“Where did you go after you found 
out the game was up?” Delenski was 
asked. 

“T stuck around Suwanee for two 
days,” he said. “When I got back 
to Suwanee by hitch-hiking after leav- 
ing Mr. Ottley’s car in a garage, I 
got a ride in a truck. That was 
when Bowen saw me and pointed me 
out to a cop. Soon afterward I left 
the truck and got a drink of water 
in a lady’s well, She asked me, 
‘Have they got the kidnaper yet?’ and 
I lit out intu the woods.’ Once Bow- 
en and a bunch of cops passed by on 
the road, but didn’t see me. 

“I spent two nights in trees, with 
dogs howling all around. That cured 
me of dogs, and I never want to own 
a dog as long as I live. 1 made up my 
mind on that then. I hate ’em. The 
dogs came close lots of times, accom- 
panied by men, but they always miss- 
ed me, somehow.” 

Highly Nervous. 

Delenski was highly nervous when 
he alighted from the plane, and his 
composure was still more upset by 
the sight of the crowd and the excite- 
ment of being photographed by half-a- 
dozen newsmen. Asked at the tower 
why he appeared to be so scared at 
that time, Delenski answered: “Li 
ten, I’d heard about those Ku Kluxers 
in Georgia for a long time, and when 
I saw that crowd .1 just knew they 
had me.” 

‘How much hope did you have of 
getting any money from Mr, Ottley?” 
Delenski was asked. 

“He would have given me a check 
for $400,000 right away after I threw 
that scare into him,” Delenski said. 

“Bat a check wouldn’t have done 
you any good. You would have had a 
time getting one that big cashed.” - 

“Ob, sure, but I was just speaking 
relatively.” 

Amplifying his reasons for picking 
Mr. Ottley as the victim, Delenski 
said that he had heard so much about 
the banker being a rich man, that he 
thought it would be an easy thing to 
put over. “It might bave been any 
other man with a lot of money, be- 
cause I was desperate,” he said. 

“What were you desperate about?’ 

“T hadn’t eaten for days, and I was 
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starved, and when a fellow gets in 
that fix he'll do most anything.” 
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(Q) How and by whom will the 
NRA agreement be enforced? 

(A) The policing of business con- 
cerns which fail to adhere to the 
agreement with President Roosevelt 


to raise wages and shorten hours will 
be left to each locality to handle. 
Each businessman will be ex to 
know what his competitor is doing 
and repor® violations of the agree- 
ment to local committees which will 
be expected to find means to compel 
adherence by molding public opinion ; 
however, the national administration 
might pick out specific cases occa- 
sionally just as examples. 

(Q) Is there a formal regulation 
to prevent use of NRA emblems by 
persons not authorized to display 
them? 

(A) The industrial law’s general 
penalty of $500 fine or six months 
imprisonment for violating regula- 
tions is applicable in this case. 

(Q) How can an owner of a store 
without an employe come under the 
NRA and obtain the insignia? 

(A) Owners operating their own 
establishment without any employes 
may obtain the NRA emblem by sign- 
ing the agreement and a certificate 
of compliance. 


(Q) What is the minimum wage 
for part time workers? 


_{A) The minimum wage for a part 

time worker in an employment de- 
scribed in Paragraph 2 of the agree- 
ment is a wage such that if the em- 
ploye worked at that wage for 4 full 
week of 40 hours he would receive 
the minimum weekly wage prescrib- 
ed for him by the agreement. The 
minimum wage for a part time work- 
er in an employment described in 
Paragraph 3 of the agreement is a 
minimum wage per hour prescribed 
by Paragraph 6 of the agreement. 

(Q) Is an employer expected to 
sign the agreement regardless of the 
fact that a code for his particular 
industry may have already been sub- 
mitted to the NRA? 

(A) All employers are expected to 
sign the agreement whether codes 
have been submitted to the NRA or 
not (unless such codes have already 
been approved) but after the presi- 
dent has approved a code, or after 
the NRA has approved of the sub- 
stitution of the provisions of a code 
for agreements in the trade or in- 
dustry covered, conformity with the 
code provisions by an employer will 
be regarded as compliance with his 
individual agreement.

Resolutions protesting against the 
ordinanee .-governing...opening and 
closing hours of food steres, on the 
ground that the restricted business 
hours work a hardship on the public 
and have not resulted in increased 
employment, were adopted Sunday by 
the Motion Picture Operators No. 
225, local union of the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes.

Bryant, spokesman for the organiza- 
tion, said that in debating the resolu- 
tions members asserted that in many 
instances grocery clerks were required 
to take three hours off in the middle 
of the day, when consumer sales were 
comparatively light. 

The practice works a hardship on 
the clerks, Bryant said the members 
argued, in that it subjects them to 
transportation costs to and from their 
homes and keeps them at work as 
late at night as formerly. 

While Atlanta leaders in the re- 
covery campaign expressed gratifica- 
tion at the co-operation of employers 
and the public, George L. Googe, rep- 
resentative of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, reported that he had 
received numerous complaints from 
unorganized workers that their em- 
ployers were violating the voluntary 
NRA agreements.

BERLIN, Aug. 6.—(#)—Despite 
the handicap of a heavy cold, Glenn 
Cunningham, reat middle-distance 
runner from Kansas, defeated Erik 
Ny, of Sweden, and Dr. Otto Peltzer, 
of Germany, in near-record time over 
the 1,000-meter route in the feature 
race of an_ international track and 
field meet sponsored by the Charlot- 
tenburg Sport Club today. 

Cunningham was clocked in 2:24.6 
as he defeated Ny by 28-10 seconds 
and Peltzer by 5, and might have bet- 
tered Jules La Doumegue’s listed 
world record of 2:23.6- had he. been 
pushed. 

Cunningham's triumph was one of 
another near-clean sweep for Ameri- 
ca’s touring athletes. All told, the 
Americans won eight of the nine 
events in which they participated.

A FEW PLANTS. 
Although I fail utterly to qualify 


as a botanist, there are a few flow- 
ers in the Atlanta area that aré é@8#- 
pecially pretty now. This article 
might well carry the subtitle “Rhap- 
sody in Blue,” for these flowers that 
I am going to list are all blue in 
color. 

Butterfly pea is the first one. It 
is a legume with a prostrate stem. 
The leaves are invariably three to 
the stem, and are almost oval in 
shape. The flower consists of five 
petals, the largest of which is called 
the standard, and the two next larg- 
est are called wings. These are the 
visible petals, and are blue. Two 
other petals, pale blue to white, en-

close the staméns and pistils. This 


ns | is one of the prettiest of the blue 


flowers in bloom now. Botanically 
it is known as Clitoria mariana. 
Heal-all is another plant that 
abounds in much the same situations 
as butterfly pea. Both are found on 
dry sandy banks. The botanical name 
is Pruenella vulgaris, and another 
common name is self-heal. It is an 
introduced plant from Europe. You 
will know it by the straight stem, 
about. six inches high, with a mass 
of small blue flowers on a cone- 


~~ head. 
airy Ruellia (Dyschoriste piste 
ifolia) is a most variable plant. It 
may be four or 24 inches in height. 
It has opposite leaves on a straight 
stem. and an inflorescence that is 
single-flowered, bearing a trumpet 
shaped blossom with five petals. 
There are four stamens, subequal in 
length, and a pistil visible at the top 
of the bloom; these five parts are 
white. Look for this one in sandy 
places in pine woods. 

Mimulus ringens is called the Mon- 
key-flower. for no obvious reason. 
There are usually two blossoms op- 
posite each other at the top of the 
stem, which may be from 15 to 30 
inches high.

‘Midnight Club,’ Feature | 


At Paramount, Lauded 

All the brilliance of smart London 
is embodied in the setting for the E. 
Phillips Oppenheim’s story, “Midnight 
Club,” which plays this week at the 
Paramount théatér. It is a crook and 
detective picture which uses the faces 
of its chief actors, George Raft and 
Clive Brook, to befuddle the public. 

Brook, distinguished and suave, has 
the appearance of a hero, while no- 
body could look at Georft Raft and 
not think of gangs and gorillas and 
rackets.

Probably the psychology teachers 


| would blame your parents for letting 


you get out’ into the world without 
teaching you how to cope with that 
without 
helping you to cure it. But, on the 
other hand, parents and children must 


|learn, together, how to overcome the 


inborn tendencies that trouble them. 
I know a mother who, with apparent 
heartlessness, laughed at a _pigeon- 
toed daughter until she broke her of 
turning her toes in. It happened that 
the young girl was not sensitive and 
she had a sense of humor which was 
easily touched. The mimicry of the 
mother amused her to such an extent 
that she determined not to be a 


laughing stock. 


This mother would have used 
those same tactics on a sensitive 
daughter. for she was concerned 
only with getting the toes turned 
out. If the child had been sensi- 
tive the experience would have been 
ruinous and the mother would have 
done her child far more harm than 
good. You probably had some un- 
fortunate experience when you were 
very young that left its scar on you 
and this scar is self-consciousness 
or sensitiveness. 

All the animals are born with in- 
stincts. Experience intensifies them 
and no matter how old they grow 
they never bave anything better than 
these instincts; and the expefience 
which these instincts provide. They 
feel instinctively that danger lies in 

certain directions. They feel instinc- 
tively that the larger, more powerful 
animal is a probable enemy. There 
is & moving picture of an African 
water hole which illustrates the point. 
From a concealed position the cam- 
era caught the different animals com- 


ing down to the water hole to drink. 


The hole was small and only a few 
at a time could get their heads to the 
water. Who went first? The big- 
gest.

Sensi- 
tiveness is one of these feelings 
that is fine for kings and princes, 
for the ve rich and influential. 
But the ordinary man and woman 
in the street, in the office, in the 
home, cannot afford to be sensitive. 
It, as you said in your letter, es 
you unhappy, makes you suspicious 
and makes you inefficient. 


“You have one chance only to get 
rid of it. It is with your mind. Lay 
out the disadvantages of sensitiveness 
on one side and its advantages on the 
other side and try to balance them. 
They won't balance. Then bring your 
immortal mind to bear on the folly 
of being ridden to death by a feel- 
ing that is useless and foolish. There 
is no reason to suppose that in a 
big family of children some one of 
‘the children should be singled out for 
slights by all the other’ children. 
There is no reason to suppose that 
you are important enough in the big 
office to be -the subject of interest on 
the part of the other stenographers 
and clerks. They have their own jobs 
to do and are probably unaware of 
your existence. You are more impor- 
tant to yourself, dear girl. than you 
can be to any of your™co-workers. 
| When you go to work you are think- 
ing about yourself. When you are 
at work you are wondering how you 
are appearing to the rest of the office 
force. When you go home you are 
wondering in what light they consider 
your mistakes.

First of all, you are cramping 
your own style. Nobody can ap- 
pear to the best advantage when 
she is fretting about her 
ance. Nobody can do 
work when she gives it divided at- 
tention. Nobody can be happy who 
is nursing sore feelings. While you 
are doing all this te yourself you 
are making life uncomfortable for 
these who love you and live with 
you; though not half se uncomfort- 
= as you are making it for your- 
self. 


Life starts us all out on the big 
race with some things in our favor 
‘and with some handicaps against us. 
The winners are not necessarily those 
| who have the best equipment but they 
are the ones who use their equipment 
to wipe out their handicaps. You 
have a mind and you can use it to 
ewer that sensitive set of feelings. 
If you don’t they will get the best 
of your mind in time and reduce it 
to such a weak state that you can’t 
use it.

Trading in the cotton market has been 
rather light during the past week in 
strong contrast with many weeks im- 
mediately preceding. This was due to 
pegging of prices in the grain mar- 
kets, the erratic course of the stock 
market and the near approach of the 
date for the first government condi- 
tien report and crop forecasts of the 
season. 

While prices advanced slightly in 
the early part of the week, they grad- 
ually eased off later, mainly due to 
liquidation in advance of the govern- 
ment report due on Tuesday next, 

As the bureau’s forecast of the crop 
will take into consideration abandon- 
ment of acreage under the Wallace 
plan, the impression prevails that an 
indicated yield in the neighborhood of 
11,000,000 bales will be shown. Owing 
to uncertainty as to the government's 
figure of the crop, however, there has 
been considerable liquidation and 
prices gradually eased off until the 
close of the week showed a net loss 
of about $2.25 a bale, or 47 points on 
October. 

The weather is now figuring large- 


ly in erop calculations. There has re- 
cently been too much rain in the cen- 
tral portions of the belt, causing shed- 
ding, sappy plants and increased weevil 
activity. 

The demand for spots has been very 
light during the week, due to the er- 
ratic course of prices on the one hand 
and a desire to await the showing of 
the government report on the other.
